speedy;-trial is .vital'.". The: paper goes on to say'that "there is 
no'inbre'reason for stopping the'machinery of justice than for 
shutting.down the wheels of industry," and argues that there 


•:-K even: less reason because of the hardships suffered by de- 


fendanls-in-jail awaiting trial. 


• To do away with this entirely would mean all-the-year- 
round.courts, "and it is a question whether that would not be 
an improvement over the present stale of things. Such an 
arrangement would not only afford speedy trials for defend- 
ants, 'but would compel speedy trials, which in many cases 
are the last thing wanted., The lack of speedy trial is in a vast 
majority of cases not the? fault'of-lhe -courts, but the result of 
maneuvering for time by GDiinsd for .defendants, for purposes 
well understood. Cases are carried from one court to another, 
appeal after appeal is taken and every possible means is em- 
ployed'to. stave off the conclusion, of important trials, in the 
hope that the mellowing influence of time will prove favorable 
to those who instead of 'demanding speedy trials exert them- 
selves to.the utmost .to stave them off. 


There are two sides to this question, for there is no reason 


why the public is not as muclventitlcd.io the benefits of speedy 
trials as defendants. There are those who are beginning (o 
feel that the courts should be in-continuous session, so long 
ihere'is anything for them io do, to the end that murder cases 
and others of importance could be carried from beginning to 
end without delay. 
This" "continuous performance" migh' 


cost' more, but it is quite possible that the results would be 


, worth the cost. There is no'good reason why a murder tria 


should occupy a number of years, as is frequently the case. 


The public has as much reason to demand speedy trials as 


defendants.have,.and if these could be had in all cases the 
public interests would be better served.

And.in'San Francisco recently a woman sued her blind and 
paralyzed husband for divorce and alimony, claiming that hi 
collected from $6 to $8 a day by begging and that he had ;
